POSTAL RULING. 


Newspaper publishers should not use 
paper with writing on it for wrappers, as 
it subjects every package to letter 
postage; and postmasters are ordered to 
examine all printed matter to see that it 
is charged with proper rates of postage 
and to detect fraud. Notched envelopes 
will not answer. The wrappers must 
admit of a full examination without de- 
stroying them. 

Unsea‘ed circular depositeds in a letter- 
Carrier Office for local delivery are sub- 
ject to a postage of one cent each 
circular, which must be pre- 
paid. An addftess may be 
written on a circular, but any other wri- 
ting thereon except the mere correction 
of a typographical error, will render 
it subject to letter postage. 

When packages of merchandise or 
samples of merchandise are wrapped so 
as toprevent examination, or have any 
writing upon them except the address, 
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it is the duty of the postmaster to rate 
them up with letter postage, to be collec- 
ted on delivery. Sampleamay be mark 

ed in pencil or ink with letters or figures 
by which they are to be distinguished in 
a descriptive letter or invoice without 


«| subjecting the package to letter postage.

THE INDIAN RING. 

Prof. Marsh, or Mister Marsh, as De- 
lano calls him, is amanthat the Indian 
robbers dare not overlook and can not 
bully or cajole. He is aman, every inch 
of him—a christian man of euperior pow- 
ers, behind whom are years of honora- 
ble reputation without fleck or flaw. 
Such a man must be beard, and Delano 
and Commissioner Smith knew as soon 
as the charges were preferred, that they 
must face the music or run away. 

To that end they have procured the 
appointment of a commission to hear 
and investigate ‘‘Mister” Marsh’ ; chargue} 
This commi: sion is, it is true, a good 
deal like a packed jury; but through it 
some tru‘th can doubtless be brought out. 
Gov. Fletcher, its chairman, and Con- 
gressman Harris, of Massachusetts, are 
administrationists, and the third mem. 
ber, Charles J. Faulkner, of West Vir- 
ginia, is the only reliance of the Indians’ 
friends. These gentlemen have accepted 
places on the commission, and begin 
their investigations. 

Prof. Marsh has for years,in the inter- 
est of science in general and of Yale 
college in particular, been in the habit of 
spending a part of every summer on the 
plains. He was looking for fossils and 
not for plunderers; but his intercourse 
with the Sioux soon gave him their con- 
fiience, and in this way he unwillingly 
became their advocate in Washington. 
His very humanity made him tell the 
story of their wrongs. And this he has 
done in a manner remarkably clear and 
direct. He prefers ten distinct charges: 

First—The agent, J. J. Saville, is 
wholly unfitted for his position, and 
guilty of gross frauds upon Indians in his 
charge. 

Second—The number of Indians at 
this agent y has been systematically over- 
stated for purposes which can only re- 
sult in fraud. 

Third—The last issue of annuity 
goods, which I witnessed, was a sus- 
picious transaction, and in part at least 
fraudulent. 

Fourth—The beef cattle given to the 
Indians have been very inferior, and all 
owing to systematic frauds pracuced by 
the agent and beef-coutractors. 

Fitth—The pork issued to the Indians 
during my visit was not suitable for hu- 
man fare. .. 

@ Sixth—TH flour was very inferior,and 
evidence of fraud in this article is con- 
Clusive. 

Seventh—The sugar and coffee issued 
were not good, although better than 
Other supplis. 

Eighth—The tobacco issued was rot- 
ten and of little or no use to the Indians. 

Ninth—In consequence of fraud and 
mismanagement, the Indians suffered 
greatly during the past winter for want 
of food and clothing. 

Tenth—The contract for freight frum 
Cheyenne to the Red Cloud agency was 
fraudulent, as the true distince is 145 
miles, while the contractor was paid for 
212 miles.

Its Constitationality Aflirmea

_N ilie Test Cases. 

On Wednesday last in the United 
State supreme court, the following opin- 
ions are given: 
Nos. 7 and 11.—Andrew Hamilton et 
al vs Joseph R. Dillin, in error to the 
circuit court for the middle..district of 
Tennessee. 11, Samuel McOleland etal 
vs the United States, ap from the 
court of claims. Mr. Justice Bradley de- 
livered the opinion of the court. 
This was an action of assumpsit, 
brought by the plaintiffs in error against 
the defendant in error, to recovera 
charge of bonus of 4 cents per pound 
paid by the plaintiffs to the defendant as 
surveyor of the port of Nashville, Teun., 
from August, 1863, to J 1864, for per- 
mits to purchase und ship to the loyal 
states certain lots of cotton, 
amounting to over 7,000,000 pounds. 
This payment was one of _ the 
fees or charges required by the regula- 
tion of the treasury department to be 
made asa condition of carrying on the 
said trade between those portions of the 
insurrectionory states within the lines of 
occupation of the union forces and the 
loyal states. By the bill of exceptions it 
appears to have been admitted on the 
trial that the defendant was acting sur- 
veyor of customs at Nashville during the 
period in question, and was the ony 
person that could grant the necessary ba 
mits, and that the plaintiffs had in their 
ossession, a8 owners or factors, various 
ots of cotton, specified in the bill of ex- 
ceptions, which had been purchased in 
pursuance of the decree of the president 
and the regulations of the secretary of 
the treasury in that regard; that they ap 
plied to the defendant for permits to 
ship and transport said cotton from Nash- 
ville to a loyal state, and that the defen- 
dant, in obedience to said regulations 
and instructions, refused to grant such 
permits except on payment of the 4 cents 
per pound. It is also admitted that 
the regulations were well and pub- 
licly known at Nashville, and directed 
seizure and confiscation of all cotton 
shipped without'such payment or per- 
mit and that the plaintiff made no formal 
protest against the payment of the charge, 
but paid the same, and the same was 
paid by the defendant into the treasury 
of the Uni‘ed States before the com- 
mencement of this action. It was also 
admitted that during said period Nash 
ville was within the lines of military oc- 
cupation of the United States. The 
plaintiff then put in evidence the treasu- 
ry regulations in force at the time of the 
shipment of the cotton in question. 
These regulations prohibited the trans- 
portation of goods or merchandise to or 
from any state or part of a state in insur- 
rection except under permits, certificates 
and- clearances, as previded therein; 
and the surveyors of the customs 
at Nashville and other places were 
designated a3 the officers to grant 
such permits. Authority to pur: 
chase and transport goods wasto be 
granted only to these who should make 
the prescribed affidavit and enter into 
bond to pay all fees required by the reg- 
ulations; and no permit was to be grant- 
ed for such purchase and transportation 
except upon the payment of such fees or 
the giving of a bond to secure the same. 
The fees referred to and appended to 
the regulatious,and making part thereof, 
consisted of various items and charges to 
be paid, and, among others, “‘for each 
permit to purchase cotton in an insurrec- 
tionary district and to transport the same 
to a loyal state, per pound, four cents.” 
This is the fee or charge which was paid 
for the permit to purchase and transport 
the cotton in question, and which is 
sought to be recovered. The plaintiffs 
insisted, and requested the court to 
charge substantially as follows; 

That this exaction was illegal and void; 
that it was essentially a tax and not au- 
thorized by anyact of congress, which 
alone has the power to impose taxes; that 
even if it were authorized by law, the 
law itself was to that extent unconstitu- 
tiona) and void, and that uoder the cir- 
cumstances and state of facts agreed 
upon by the parties, the payment was 
involuntary and no protest was necessa- 
ry to entitle the plaintiffs to recover back 
the mozey thus illegally exacted. 

The court refused to charge as request- 
ed by the plaintiffs, but charged as fol- 
lows: 

1. That the act of July 13, 1861, enti- 
tled ‘‘An act further to provide for the 
collection of duties on imports and for 
other purposes,” conferred power upon 
the Secretary of the Treasury to author 
ize the exactions mentioned in said plain- 
tiff’s declaration. 

2. That whether said act of July 10, 
1861, conferred such power or not, the 
action of the secretary of the treasury 
in imposing and the defendant in mak- 
ing such exactions was ratified and made 
valid by the act of July 2, 1864, entitled 
‘‘An act ip addition to the several acts 
concerning cammercial intercourse be- 
tween loyal and insurrectionary states, 
and to provide for the collection of cap- 
tured and abandoned property, and the 
prevention of frauds in states declared 
in insurrection.” 

3. That plaintiffs could not maintain 
action to recover back said exactions, 
even if they had been illegal, for want 
having protested against them at the of 
time of payment. 

To this charge exceptions were taken, 
and we are called upon to decide as to 
the correctness of these propositions. 

There can be no question that the con- 
dition requiring the payment of 4 cents 
per pound for a permit to purchase cvut- 
ton in, and transport it from the insur- 
rectionary states during the civil war, was 
competent to the war power of the Uni- 
ted States government to impose. The 
war was a public one. The government 
in prosecuting it, had at least all the 
rights which any belligereat power has 
when prosecuting public war. That war 
was itself a suspension of commercial in 
tercourse between the opposing sections of 
the country. For cotton or other mer- 
chandise could be lawfully purchased in 
the insurrectionary states and trans- 
ported to the loyal states without the 
consent of the government. If such a 
course of dealing were to be permitted at 
all, it would necessarily be upon such 
conditions as the government chose to 
prescribe. The war power vested in the 
government implied all thig without any 
specific mention of it is the constitu 
tion. 

Inalong opinion the court reviews 
the questions presented and affirms the 

rulings and judgment of the court be- 
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low. 
The second case is decided by the 
judyzment in the first.
